If you watch as many house-hunting shows as I 
do—my wife and I often have HGTV on in the 
kitchen — then you've heard homebuyers use

For one night in June, the Twin 

Cities’ most distinctive arts festival 
will shine a spotlight on the city of 
Minneapolis and the work of local, 
regional, and national artists, inviting 
the public to see and experience both 
in a new way. 


The brainchild of Northernlights.mn, 
a collaborative, media-oriented arts 
organization, Northern Spark is an 
all-night arts festival that offers a 
multitude of activities, performances, 
projections, and exhibitions in urban 
areas and venues known for their 
creativity and architectural interest. 
The event is advertised to artists 

as an opportunity to "use the city 

as a stage and screen.” 


The first two festivals, in 2011 and 


2012, were held in Minneapolis locales, 


but last year Northern Spark migrated 
to Lowertown St. Paul. The 2013 
venues included Bedlam Lowertown 
(theater), the newly revitalized Union 
Depot, and the Mississippi River, 
where artist Chris Larson famously 
ignited a floating replica of a Marcel 
Breuer-designed house.

This year the festival moves back to 
Minneapolis, and the offerings look 
to be every bit as interactive and 
memorable. Festival founder Steve 
Dietz and his team are promising 100 
projects spread out in five connected 
zones of activity, including "some 
amazing large-scale installations and 
projections." Participating in this year's 
event are, among others, artists from 
Chicago and Washington, DC, and 
Minneapolis guerrilla artist HOTTEA. 


Past festivals have drawn crowds as 
large as 45,000 and a diverse range 
of community partners, from the 
Center for Hmong Arts and Talent to 
Twin Cities Public Television. Included 
in this year's partnership mix are the 
Minneapolis Institute of Arts, the 
Weisman Art Museum (see sidebar), 
and the Walker Art Center. But don't

Form Follows Finance 


Can the financing of architect-designed 


homes be made easier? 


By Thomas Fisher, Assoc. AIA 


I have long wondered why more people in need 
of a house do not hire architects to design it 

for them. Even my parents did not commission 
my architect grandfather to design our family 
home; they bought a builder house instead. 

I remember asking my grandfather about this, 
and he said that most homeowners do not want 
to pay the architects' fees and think that buying 
a builder house will save them money —the 
reason, he said, that he stopped designing houses 
and became a church architect instead. 


I never believed that explanation, though. 
Over the years, writing about houses that 
architects have designed, I have repeatedly 
seen how custom-designed homes have saved 
their owners money through less maintenance, 
lower operating costs, and a more efficient 

use of space. I suspect that such savings more 
than cover the cost of the architects’ fees— an 
argument about the value of good design that 
I think the profession should make more often. 


Moreover, every architect knows how much 
wasted money goes into many builder houses, 
especially those at the upper end of the market. 
The complex mix of gable roofs, hard 


to construct and almost certain to leak at some 
point; voluminous great rooms, impossible 

to clean and often hard to heat and cool; and 
standard plans, unresponsive to the orientation 
and contours of a site and frequently full of 
excessive space— such features cost far more 
than what homeowners would have paid 

in architects' fees for a more efficient design. 


So why don't more architects get tapped to 
do houses? It has more to do with finance than 
with fees. I recently engaged in an experiment 
to see what homeowners interested in having 
a custom-designed house have to go through. 
While I have owned three houses over my life, 
all of them existing homes that I purchased 
from their previous owners with the help of 

a realtor, I also once owned a piece of land — 
a steeply sloped, difficult-to-build-on site that 
only an architect could make habitable. 


I came to Minnesota before I had a chance to 
occupy that land, eventually selling it to an 
architect couple who have yet to build on it. 
And happy in my current architect-designed 
house from the mid- 1920s, I had not thought 
about venturing back into the fray of buying

land and building a house— until a small, 
triangular, tree-shaded lot in the center of my 
neighborhood came on the market. Fearing what 
a builder house would do to that land, causing 
most of its mature oak trees to come down, 

I thought that if I bought it and commissioned 
an architect to design a house for it we could 
save most of the trees and demonstrate the value 
of good architecture in the process. 


Easier said than done. I had recently 
accompanied my daughter to buy her first car, 
and within about an hour we had selected the 
car, decided on the financial package the dealer 
arranged, and signed all the papers necessary 
to drive the vehicle home. The auto industry, 
for all of its flaws, has realized that to sell cars 
it needs to have not only a good product to sell, 
with great form and function, but also an easy 
way to pay for it: great financing. 


The architectural profession has yet to figure 
that out. The realtor selling that lot said that 

I was on my own when it came to financing its 
purchase, at which point I went to the local bank 
to talk about getting a loan. As I did so, I 
wondered how many fewer cars we might have

The architects met the owners’ “earthly needs” 

in myriad ways: They turned a storage area into 

a first-floor bedroom and bathroom to allow a 
person to live on one level in this multilevel house. 
They took down a wall and opened up the newly 
remodeled kitchen and its large island to the dining 
room to enhance conviviality. And they took out 

a bathroom entered off the living room to make 
that space more expansive. 


At the same time, VJAA attended to the owners’

additions that blocked the views to downtown

Fuguitt and the interior designer, Greg Walsh, 
enhanced the lightheartedness of the house. 

For most of the rooms, they selected mid-century 
modern furniture whose simplicity and optimism 
complements the airy and open character of 

the renovated spaces. The reinstallation and 
restoration of an original light sculpture that wraps 
the glass-enclosed elevator—and changes with the 
movement of the elevator cab up and down the 
skylit shaft—furthers this lightness. And Fuguitt 
and Walsh made the womb-like conversation area 
around the main-floor fireplace more inviting with 
comfortable padding and pillows. “Guests stake 
out the hearth space and will stay there all evening,” 
says Fuguitt.

preserve the density of mature trees in the area. 
That requirement didn’t deter the Marvins. The 
refined and understated retreat they created with 
the help of Albertsson Hansen Architecture’s 
Todd Hansen, AIA, and Mark Tambornino, 
Assoc. AIA, ingeniously provides two separate — 
and different — living spaces on the inside, and 
shared space in the form of generous patios and 
decks on the outside. 


“We took a ‘separate but united’ approach," 
says Tambornino about the delicate process of 


designing two distinct homes within a single 
structure. Paul’s wife Maureen spent her 
childhood in Vermont, and she asked Hansen 
and Tambornino to borrow elements from 
historic rural New England houses, including 
gabled roof forms, white lap siding, and 
grouped windows. 


The white siding and the black roof unite the 
two volumes, and a center pass-through porch, 
which offers visitors approaching from the 
drive an early glimpse of the scenic waterfront,

connects their main levels. The latter feature, 
which the Marvins have affectionately dubbed 

“the link,” is among the brothers’ favorites; they 
say it quickly became the social hub for the two 
families. Hansen points out that it also provides 
a shortcut to the shorefront, “allowing visitors 
to bypass the interior spaces and get right to 
the lake, where the activity is happening.” 


Inside, the New England aesthetic continues, 
loosely interpreted with beadboard ceilings and 
pine floors, and fitted with modern amenities. 


Paul and Maureen requested a more open 
floor plan, with generous banks of main-floor 
windows through which to view the lakefront 
panorama. A "nap room,” complete with built- 
in sleeping couches, provides a quiet respite 
from the main family area. Will and his wife 
Bobbi sought a floor plan with more defined 
living spaces. 


For all the architectural drama, the Marvins 
say that Albertsson Hansen’s design touch may 
be most evident in the home’s subtler features. 


In an upstairs hall, for example, Hansen and 
Tambornino tucked storage drawers beneath 

a long bench along the outer wall. Tambornino 
says the secondary spaces “are part of the 
experience, too. Adding functionality to pass- 
through spaces makes them more than just a 
place to walk through to get to the next room.”

Inside and out, the retreat is 
pure geometry. At the lake end 
of the long volume clad in black- 
stained cedar is the kitchen and 
dining space (above) and the 
living room, above which sits 
the master suite (opposite).

The small cottage would soon be demolished, 

but Julie Snow, FAIA, recognized that there was 
something magical about the way the structure 
framed views of Lake Minnetonka. "There was 

a transparency about the building," the architect 
recalls. "As you approached, you could see through 
the door and the windows on the opposite side 
out to the water." 


Snow and partner Matthew Kreilich's job was to 
design a new home for their clients—a couple 
with two teenage kids—who had purchased the 
property in 2011. "They realized they loved their 
home in Minneapolis, and they didn't want to live 
that far from the center of the city," says Snow. 
"So this home would be a retreat. It was a way of 
getting the cabin up north without having to drive 
up north. It would be a weekend house.” 


The retreat would be a place where everyone could 
relax and play. And the family had approached 
Snow because they wanted something unique, 

a work of art. But Snow Kreilich Architects rightly 
realized that the solution couldn't upstage the 
property's scenic vistas. The design had to 
complement and frame the views. The resulting 
7,200-square-foot house is full of floor-to-ceiling 
windows and glass doors. Its interior features 

are beautiful but visually clean, never competing 
with the panorama outside. Even the home's 

form provides a frame, a geometric arch that 
creates a postcard view of the shoreline as visitors 
approach the residence. 


The house is composed of two perpendicular 
L-shaped masses that connect by stacking 
at one end. One wing is clad in clear-stained 
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The geometry of the 
architecture extends 


out into the grounds 
with a highly ordered 
arrangement of outdoor 
features. The shaded bar 
in the plan indicates the 
clear-stained-cedar-clad 
volume that passes over 
the court. 


natural cedar; the other is largely glass and cedar 
stained black. The joint where they meet is a 
two-story entry with a monolithic, blackened steel 
stair ascending toward a large skylight. In fact, 
with the skylight the entry feels infinitely tall. 
While the stair is striking, it's subdued enough 

to coexist with large-scale hanging sculptures 

or paintings that may be added in the future. 
Many places within the residence were designed 
to accommodate the family's impressive 

art collection. 


The living room and kitchen are conjoined, 
allowing light and conversation to flow unimpeded 
through the space. The living space functions 
much like a great room, with a flat-screen

drops into a cabinet when not in use—preventing 
it from obscuring the views. Kitchen drawers 

and cabinets are wrapped in low-slung white 
marble boxes that seem to float above the floor, 
and visually distracting elements like extra sinks, 
a bar, the pantry, and the refrigerator are tucked 
away in alcoves, concealed behind a perfectly 
flush wall of black-stained oak that runs through 
the living, dining, and kitchen areas. The heated 
floors are limestone. 


Snow Kreilich Architects is primarily known 

for its elegantly executed commercial projects— 
and several recent commissions by the U.S. 
government. Partner Matthew Kreilich, AIA, 
says the firm's experience with commercial 
construction is a net gain when applied 


to residential work: "We take, for example, what 
we know about the thermal envelope and figure 
out how to bring it to residential scale. | think 

it offers huge value to clients." 


The firm is also known for its attention to the 
smallest details, and it needed a builder who 
could keep up. Streeter Associates not only 
sourced items like full-height operational windows 
but also managed to figure out creative ways 

to make substitutions as the budget changed. 


"They were really great craftspeople,” says Snow. 


Having a unique design was particularly important 
to the client. “From the beginning, they wanted 
something different and spectacular,” Kreilich

Twin Cities-based home-furnishings 
retailer Room & Board embraces 

an urban adaptive-reuse ethic as it 
steadily expands across the country. Its 
creative partnership with architecture 
firm Gensler ensures that each store 

is uniquely flavored by its repurposed 


structure and neighborhood.

Virtually every architect can tell a story about 
the client from the netherworld. So it’s nice to have 
a story from the other side of the afterlife. 


Bill Lyons, Assoc. AIA, doesn't actually use spiritual 
terms in talking about his work with John Gabbert, 
founder and CEO of Room & Board, and Dana 
Backer, director of retail customer experience. 

But the way these three describe the relationship 
sounds, well, heavenly. "They're the dream client,” 
Says Lyons, principal and managing director of the 
Minneapolis office of global design firm Gensler. 
“So many clients we work with, you have to push 
design—you have to sell it. John has a great design 
aesthetic; he's so astute in design and details.” 


Gabbert, who's built Room & Board from a 
department in his family furniture store to a trend- 
setting chain with 13 locations nationwide (and 


numbers 14 and 15 on the way), says the key 

to the relationship is Gensler's understanding of 

the needs of retail. "Bill and his team bring such 

a strong sensibility to design and to understanding 

the functional aspect of what we do,” he explains. 
"It's a really collaborative effort.” 


In retail, product is king. All design decisions flow 
from a fundamental principle: Get people into the 
store and show them the goods. Meeting that 
need for Room & Board is a special challenge. The 
company typically repurposes existing structures 
rather than building new. It's a strategy dictated by 
Room & Board's core customers, who tend to have 
an urban mindset, even if they don't live in the city. 


Gensler has worked with Room & Board since 
2008. In recent years, the company has opened 
new stores in Seattle, Culver City (Los Angeles), 


Atlanta, and Washineton, DC—and Boston and 
a second showroom in New York City are next. 
The locations vary from industrial warehouse 
space to a vacant Barnes & Noble bookstore. 
Each presents a specific set of problems to be 
solved, but Lyons says he relishes the challenge. 


"Room & Board doesn't just eo in and build 
a big-box store in suburbia,” he says. “They 
choose the neighborhood where they want 
to be, and they breathe new life into these 
buildings that are abandoned or not being 
used for the best purposes of the community. 
So it's a bigger statement than just putting 
a store in a city. We're helping to knit these 
neighborhoods back together." 


In the nation's capital, Room & Board renovated a 
boarded-up warehouse in a formerly downtrodden, 
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How do you make a big box inviting? 
For Room & Board's Seattle location, 
a former Barnes & Noble bookstore, 
the Gensler team took a blank corner 
of the building and opened it up 
with stairs, landscaping, and a 

water feature. 
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Northwest dubbed the Design District. The 
company’s arrival and its contribution to urban 
revitalization drew praise from even the jaded 
Washington City Paper, DC's snarky alternative 
weekly. “They could have gone to the suburbs. 
They could have gone to Maryland,” says Lyons. 

“Instead, they took an eyesore and turned it 
into a jewel.”

Existing buildings have a story that links them to 
the history of their community, says Dana Backer. 

"Because we're so committed to repurposing 
existing buildings, one of the things | think about 
from a customer-experience perspective is the 
history of the building, the story that perhaps it 
told through the years,” says Backer. “And how we, 
through both the exterior and interior, can really 
become an extension of the community.” 


Because many Room & Board stores are close to 
the sidewalk, landscaping is an important part 

of creating eye appeal. For the DC store, Lyons 
designed a landscaped area at ground level with 
outdoor seating. The building also has a furnished 
fourth-floor terrace. 
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In Boston's historic Back Bay neighborhood, the 
design team faced severe limits on signage. They 
turned to display windows to open up the store 
to its surroundings. "There were a lot of historic 
restrictions on that building,” says Lyons. “So 

we tapped into that old sense of the downtown 
store with show windows, and we used lighting 
to highlight them without relying on signs.” 


In Seattle, repurposing the vacant Barnes & Noble 
store took a lot of creative thinking. Not only was 

it a typical monolith with few windows or openings; 
the main entrance was on the second floor. The 
Gensler team attacked the problem not head-on 
but from around the corner—by turning that blank 
corner of the building into a erand entrance with 
windows, a meandering staircase, landscaping, 

and a water feature. 
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In fact, the entrance is the most important 

part of a Room & Board store, according to 
Gabbert. “Because our stores are urban and tend 
to be multilevel, we put a huge emphasis on 


transportation through the vertical space,” he says. 


“When the customer comes in for the first time, 
they need to understand that there may be two or 
three more floors of retail space they can explore. 


“Our stairways tend to be metal and have a light 
feeling,” he continues. “We want them to look 
like you want to go up them. And we Carpet our 
stairways, which may not be ideal architecturally, 
but it’s more comfortable for the customer.”

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"Without question, it looks like a banana split,” 
says architect David Salmela, FAIA, of the new 
Izzy's Ice Cream plant at the southeast corner 
of Gold Medal Park in Minneapolis. The blocky, 
mostly white-and-blue building is in fact topped 
with a kind of maraschino cherry—a bright red 
stack that serves as both roof access and a light 
monitor. "But the design," adds Salmela, "was 
really driven by the idea of how the building 
relates to its context." 


Completed last summer, the $2.2 million factory 
occupies a unique site between the Mississippi 
River and what will soon be the new Vikings 
stadium. Set among midrise condominium 
buildings, the facility enjoys untrammeled views 
of the Thomas Oslund-designed park and, beyond, 
Jean Nouvel's blue-metal-clad Guthrie Theater. 
The memorial commemorating victims of the 
2007 |-35W bridge collapse is also within view. 
To some, it may seem a strange spot to put a 
factory operation. The area is rapidly gentrifying, 


with condos and restaurants quickly replacing 
the surface parking lots and industrial facilities 
that once dominated the neighborhood. 


So when Izzy's owner Jeff Sommers purchased 
the parcel at South Second Street and 11th 
Avenue South a few years ago, he knew his 
neighbors would have high expectations. He 
needed a building that could augment Izzy's 
2,000-square-foot facility in St. Paul, churn out 
more than 40,000 gallons of ice cream annually, 
accommodate dozens of employees, and handle 
frequent shipments and deliveries by truck. 
Local residents wanted guarantees that the noise 
and traffic wouldn't interfere with their strolls 
and slumber. To meet both Izzy's operational 
needs and the neighborhood's aesthetic desires, 


The building's form may strike some as a flight 
of geometric whimsy.

| a small retail shop, a spacious manufacturing area, 


and a rooftop that may soon feature solar panels 
and a garden for growing mint, basil, and other 

ice cream ingredients. The footprint view reveals 

a curve at the north end, precisely matching the 
turning radius of the semi-trucks that take product 
to and from the facility each day. Compressors in 
the crawl space keep the factory's walk-in freezers 
an icy 15 degrees below zero even on the hottest 
days, and heat generated by the compressors 
relieves some of the building's heating require- 
ments in winter. Sommers and Salmela talk 
animatedly about the functional elements of the 
design, nearly forgetting to mention the structure's 
Mondrianesque appearance. 


where temperature control and sunlight have 

to be carefully calibrated. Salmela's solution? A 
series of large clerestory windows that brightens 
the work environment for employees while 
significantly reducing lighting needs. (Zoning code 
also required Sommers and Salmela to change 

the facade material every 25 feet; they addressed 
the requirement inexpensively by alternating 
white and blue stucco panels.) 


Hurdles forgotten, the architect couldn't be more 
pleased with the result. "It turned into this very 
artful facade,” he says. "If we had done it without

on the road if auto dealers said the same to their 
potential customers: You're on your own; come 
back when you have the money. We might still 
have a multimodal transportation system with 
trolleys and horse-drawn carriages. 


The banker told me that they only made equity 
loans and did not finance construction, 
recommending that I talk to a credit union 

for that. When I did so, the construction lender 
needed to see the plans of the house I wanted 
to put on the lot before they could make a loan, 
at which point I realized why architects' fees 
pose a problem for homeowners. The fees 
themselves would likely get made up in the 
savings that the architects would generate in 
the design of the house, but I had to come up 
with the fees before I had the financing to pay 
for them. 


To add insult to injury, when I asked the realtor 
about this, he recommended that I select one of 
a few builders that he had worked with, because 
they had the financing already approved to buy 
land and construct houses based on their 

standard plans. Like auto dealers, at least some 
homebuilders have integrated financing into the 


construction process, which is probably why they 


end up responsible for most of what gets built in 
new residential communities. 


Architects, for the most part, remain outside 
of this financing loop, which represents a real 
loss not just for the profession but also, and 
more importantly, for the quality of our built 


environment and for the durability and efficiency 


of our housing stock. Nearly 20 years ago, 

Carol Willis wrote a book titled Form Follows 
Finance, which looked at how financing affected 
the height of skyscrapers and the shape of the 
skylines in New York and Chicago. 


That form-follows-finance idea applies to 
residential design as well. Bankers have largely 
decided who gets to design and build most of 
the houses in the U.S. If architects want to have 
a larger impact on our residential communities — 
as I think they should — then they need to create 
a much more integrated design-and-lending 
process for residential clients. If homebuilders 
and auto dealers have figured this out, architects 
can certainly do the same. Everyone, including 
homeowners and home lenders, would be 

better off for it. AMN

collaborated with contractors and the excavator 
"to nestle the house into the site in a magical way 
while losing as few of the gorgeous post oaks as 
possible." It also created an outer walking path 
around the two-acre property and placed a series 
of fossilized flagstones the owners loved in the 
front yard —"like stone islands amid the trees," 
says Coen. 


Inside, the clients wanted an "organic, natural 
feeling—warm and calm,” says the owner. In 
addition to the stone, Nicole Norris, a designer 
with CRS Interiors (a division of Charles R. Stinson 
Architecture « Design), specified walnut and 
stone floors, cabinetry of Australian walnut, 

a living room ceiling of clear-stained cedar, 

and cream-colored walls. 


Stinson also sited the house, which is on a 

corner lot, so the back is toward the main street.

the code, it probably would've been pretentious— 
like overdressing." 


Much of the design process, in fact, involved 
stripping the building down to its essentials, says 
Salmela. Removing walls and fixed elements

"My 
experience in working on industrial facilities is that 
you cannot solve everything on paper," Salmela 
says of the shell-like facility. "You have to be able 
to have a versatility within the physical structure 
that can withstand change.”
